State Prison Matters. 


We understand that a legislative 
committee has reported against the 
Reno prison, asserting that at least 
$250,000 will be needed to complete 
= prison according to the present 

lans. Washoe county y peonle have 

n sadly remiss in this State Prison 
business. We tried to point out to 
them, in time, that their estimates 
were mere guesses and would not stand 
the test of an examination. Instead 
of instantly preparing such a showing 
as would be unanswerable, they con- 
tented themselves by abusing the n- 

jer. For our 
own 3 on principle, we would 
sooner see the State expend $100,000 
or $150,000 at Reno than to even re- 
motely become responsible for the 
$20,000 at Carson; but this is a ques- 
tion which we do not desire to influ- 
ence legislators upon. We would, 
however, suggest to the lawmakers the 
feasibility of boarding the prisoners 
at the Ormsby House. It looks as 
though, in that way, there might bea a 
great saving to t e treasury, and, at 
the same time, proper punishment be 
inflicted on criminals. Enterprise. 

We understand that one-half of the 
committee gave “mere guesses” at the 
cost of completing the prison at Reno. 


The Enterprise also guessed that our 
éstimates were not correct. Who goes 
head? A newspaper man is not pre- 
sumed to be able to estimate the cost 
of completing public buildings. We 
took the statement of one of the 
Building Committee, and presumed 
that the Committee sent to examine 
the walls, etc., would make a complete 
report thereon. 


TELEGRAPHIC. 


Hewitt says that there will be 
no effort made to defeat or detain the 
final decision of the tribunal.
